was: 
Ado ptio n by the senate o f the 
industry reco v ery -public wo rks 
bill co nference repo rt, already 
accepted by the ho use. 
Acceptance by the senate o f 
the independent o ffices supply 
bill carry ing the v eterans’ co m­ 
pensatio n funds, cut co nsidera­ 
bly fro m the high figures the 
senate had v o ted, but readjust­ 
ed in a Ro o sev elt co mpro mise 
which the ho use has accepted. 
Passage by the senate o f a 
last-minute $3,500,000,000 appro ­ 
priatio n bill, largest in U. S. 
peace-time histo ry , to permit 
launching the public wo rks pro ­ 
gram and the Muscle Sho als and 
Tennessee dev elo pment plan; to 
finance administratio n o f the 
new federal “ blue sky ” law, the 
new emplo y ment serv ice, v ario us 
farm and farm credit enterpris­ 
es, and the ho me mo rtgage re­ 
lief pro gram. 
Tho se three actio ns are the* 
key s to adjo urnment, A few o th­ 


er bills may be squeezed in be­ 
tween, but o nce the big jo bs are 
o ut o f the way . there will be no 
ho lding back o f the adjo urn­ 
ment reso lutio n. 
The week-end delay , ho wev er, 
had bro ught fresh ho pe to the 
backers 
o f the 
Glass-Steagall 
bank refo rm act. A hurried call 
was sent o ut fo r a new meeting 
o f co nferees this mo rning, to 
try to break the many weeks’ 
deadlo ck. A petitio n was hastily 
circulated in the ho use, and was 
repo rted to hav e a go o d many 
signatures, binding the signers 
to try to put o ff adjo urnment 
until that bill co uld be passed. 
The Ro o sev elt 
men, 
ho wev er, 
were no n-co mmittal, and pre­ 
po nderant o pinio n was that it 
wo uld be let ride until the J an­ 
uary term. 
The crux o f the Saturday 
night rev o lt, which wo n delay 
after ho use and senate had been 
kept at wo rk until ll o ’clo ck, was 
a last-minute list o f bureau re­ 
o rganizatio n o rders which the 
president sent up late in the 
day , 
with the intentio n that 
they sho uld take effect witho ut 
co ngressio nal 
ratificatio n

day s hence. 


Opening Address Was in Ef­ 
fect Pray er fo r Suc­ 
cess o f Meeting 


F r o m P age O n e 
Minister MacDo nald pushed a 
butto n which rang a big go ng 
and called the wo rld mo netary 
and eco no mic co nference into 
sessio n. 
He spo ke in a bo uy ant, cheer­ 
ful strain. The delegates had no t 
stirred during the king’s speech 
but as Mr. MacDo nald started 
the tensio n o f ro y al fo rmalities 
seemed reliev ed, and ripples o f 
applause ran acro ss the hall as 
the prime minister emphasized 
his po ints. 
He read fro m a prepared man­ 
uscript 
witho ut 
gestures 
but 
with great stress o n the po ints 
with which the co nference must 
wrestle. 
Mr. MacDo nald described the 
o ccasio n as o f the greatest im­ 
po rtance and referred to the 
co nference as the greatest as­ 
semblage in the histo ry o f the 
wo rld. He described the wo rld’s 
plight 
resulting 
fro m 
falling 
prices, maldistributio n in go o ds 
and a fall o f natio nal inco me in 
so me co untries reaching 45 per 
cent. 
“ This canno t go o n,” he de­ 
clared. 
“ The wo rld is being 
driv en upo n a state o f things 
which may well bring it face to 
face o nce again — fo r it has 
happened o n scales o f v ary ing 
ex tent befo re no w — with a time 
in which life rev o lts against 
hardship, and the gains o f the 
past are swept away by the 
fo rces o f despair/’ 
Referring to the war debts as 
ano ther subject “ in the fro nt 
rank o f impo rtance,” Mr. Mac­ 
Do nald said it was a questio n 
which co uld no t be dealt with at 
the parley , “ Because o bv io usly 
this co nference is no t co nstitut­ 
ed in such a way as to enable 
it to co nsider it and settle the 
matter.” 
He declared, ho wev er, that the 
debt pro blem “ must be dealt 
with befo re ev ery o bstacle to 
general reco v ery has been re­ 
mo v ed, and it must be taken up 
witho ut delay by the natio ns 
co ncerned. 
Lausanne has to be co mpleted 
and this v ex ed questio n settled 
o nce fo r all in the light o f pres­ 
ent wo rld co nditio ns.” 
The prime minister uttered 
ev ery wo rd abo ut the war debts 
slo wly and empratically . 
The 
greatest emphasis o f his speech 
was placed o n the phrase, “ Lau­ 
sanne has to be co mpleted.” 
Secretary o f State Hull and 
his co lleagues o f the American 
delegatio n listened attentiv ely , 
appearing no t to be surprised at 
Mr. MacDo nald’s reference to 
the debts and his ringing state­ 
ment co ncerning Lausanne* 
(At Lausanne co nference Ger­ 
man reparatio ns were v irtually 
eliminated by the Euro pean re­ 
cipients, who thereupo n made a 
“ gentlemen’s 
agreement” 
that 
their actio n wo uld no t be effec­ 
tiv e unless the United States 
co rrespo ndingly scaled do wn the 
war debts.) 
“ This co nference,” Mr. Mac­ 
Do nald co ntinued, “ is a sequel to 
the wo rk do ne at Lausanne last 
y ear when, by , a co nditio nal 
agreement o n ho w to deal with 
war debts and reparatio ns, Eu­ 
ro pe was sav ed fro m immediate 
financial co llapse.”

After spending Sun­ 
day night in jail, the y o y ng men 
pro v ided bo nd o f $2,000 each fo r 
their release fro m custo dy . 
The co ro ner’s inquest resulted 
in a v erdict which states that 
the baby ’s death was caused 
fro m a ruptured liv er receiv ed in 
the accident. It also carries the 
reco mmendatio n that details o f 
the accident be carefully inv es­ 
tigated by the pro per o fficers. 
On adv ice o f their atto rney s, 
Webster and Kro ness refused to 
o ffer testimo ny at the inquest, 
standing o n their co nstitutio nal 
rights 
which 
ex empts 
them 
fro m answering questio ns which 
might be incriminating. 
Witnesses

testimo ny 
was included in the repo rt filed 
by the co ro ner to day were Dr. 
W. D. Inlo w, who attended the 
injured baby ; Leo Gutting, who 
testified as to the speed o f an 
auto mo bile which passed his car 
o n To mpkins street a few sec­ 
o nds befo re the accident; Do t 
McFadden, wife o f the driv er o f 
the McFadden car; Len Bo ge- 
man, Cy Bo wers, and Charles 
Reimann, who arriv ed at the 
scene o f the accident sho rtly 
after it had happened, and Paul 
McFadden, so n o f the driv er o f 
o ne o f the cars.
